The province has no plans to rein¬ 
troduce a service fee for the use of 
a provincial licence-plate database, 
Service Alberta spokesperson Ger¬ 
ald Kastendieck has confirmed. 
The fee would have drained more 
than $10 million a year from 
Edmonton’s coffers. 

“As far as 1 know, it’s not a part 
of this budget,” Kastendieck said. 
“We have said all along we would 
consult with the municipalities if 
we were going to consider reintro¬ 
ducing it. That hasn’t happened.” 

Last fall, city officials were quick 
to ciy foul after learning about the 
$15 fee charged to a municipality 
each time a police or parking- 
enforcement officer consults the 
database for a vehicle background. 
In response, councillors voted 
through a $25 hike to parking fines 
in May. 


Budget pending 


► It is unclear when the Alberta 
budget will be released due to 
the tinning of the upcoming 
provincial election. 

► The cost of running the provincial 
licence-plate database has risen 
more than i6o per cent since 
2002, Service Alberta says. The 
ministry is still exploring other 
options for maintaining funding 
for the program, spokesperson 
Gerald Kastendieck said. 

The province then announced 
in August that it was suspending 
the fee, but it left the door open to 
reinstating it. Now it appears that 
door has been shut, which is great 
news for Conn. Amarjeet Sohi. 

“It would have been a huge hit,” 
he said Sunday. “It’s always nice 
to see the province recognizing 
the feedback it received from 
municipalities.”

O ‘They killed my baby,’ victim’s mother says 
O Oscar Bartholomew to be laid to rest Monday 


In the end, it may be that 
one of Oscar 

Bartholomew’s trademark 
bear hugs sparked the trag¬ 
ic chain of events that led 
to his beating death in St. 
David’s, Grenada. 

While much remains to 
come out about what hap¬ 
pened, The Canadian Press, 
based on several interviews, 
has pieced together an ac¬ 
count of what some say led 
to his death. 

“They beat my child to 
death,” Andrianne 

Bartholomew, his grieving 
mother, said Saturday. 
“They killed my baby, my 
last baby. They Idlled him.” 

Bartholomew, 39, a na¬ 
tive Grenadian who lived in 
Toronto, and his wife, Do- 
lette Cyr Bartholomew, 
were visiting over the holi¬ 
days. While driving on Box-

ing Day, Cyv Bartholomew 
needed to use a washroom, 
and the couple stopped at 
the St. David’s police sta¬ 
tion, where she went inside 
to use the facilities. 

Thinking he recognized 
a uniformed policewoman 
as a friend, Bartholomew 
got out of his car and 
grabbed her from behind in 


an exuberant embrace, wit¬ 
ness statements say. 

“Whenever he meet his 
people, he always hugged 
them and give them a 
cheer,” his mother, 71, said. 

Some said the officer 
yelled out she was being 
raped. Defence lawyer 
Anslem Clouden said the of¬ 
ficer “cried out for help.” 

At that point, a colleague 
in a parked police car came 
to her aid. A second officer 
soon came running from 
the station, followed by 
three more officers. 

Police and witnesses say 
Bartholomew tried to kick 
out at them. A senior officer 
ordered a junior to use his 
belt to tie Bartholomew’s 
feet together, witness state¬ 
ments show. Within min¬ 
utes, he was in a coma and 
lay d3dng. the Canadian press

Mitt takes hits in U.S. primary debate 


Iran has begun uranium 
enrichment at a new un¬ 
derground site built to 
withstand possible air- 
strikes, a leading hard¬ 
line newspaper reported 
Sunday in another show 
of defiance against West¬ 
ern pressure to rein in 
Tehran’s nuclear pro¬ 
gram. 

The operations at the 
bunker-like facility south 
of Tehran, reported by the 
Kayhan daily newspaper, 
are small in comparison 
to Iran’s main enrichment 
site. But the centrifuges at 
the underground labs are 
considered more efficient 
and are shielded from aer¬ 
ial surveillance and pro¬ 
tected against airstrikes 
by up to 90 metres of 
mountain rock. 

Uranium enrichment is 


at the core of the interna¬ 
tional standoff over Iran’s 
nuclear program. The U.S. 
and its allies fear Iran 
could use its enrichment 
facilities to develop high- 
grade nuclear material for 
warheads. 

Iran has sharply in¬ 
creased its threats and 
military posturing against 
stronger pressures, includ¬ 
ing U.S. sanctions target¬ 
ing Iran’s Central Bank in 
attempts to complicate its 
ability to sell oil. 

A senior commander of 
the Revolutionary Guard 
force was quoted as saying 
Tehran’s leadership has 
decided to order the clo¬ 
sure of the Strait of Hor¬ 
muz, a strategic oil route, 
if the country’s petroleum 
exports are blocked.

Original U.S.-made coin 
fetches record $1.38M 


A one-cent copper coin 
from the earliest days of the 
U.S. Mint in 1793 has sold 
for a record $1.38 million 
US at a Florida auction. 

James Halperin of Texas- 
based Heritage Auctions 
told The Associated Press

“the most a United States 
copper coin has ever sold 
for at auction.” The coin 
was made at the Mint in 
Philadelphia in 1793, the 
first year that the U.S. made 
its own coins. 

Heritage officials said 
that the name of the buyer 
was not revealed but that 
he was “a major collector.” 
One of the coin’s earhest 
owners was a Baltimore 
banker, Louis Eliasberg. 

“Mr. Ehasberg was nick¬ 
named ‘the king of coins’ 
because, before his death in 
1976, he assembled a collec¬ 
tion that consisted of at 
least one example of eveiy 
coin ever made at the Unit¬ 
ed States Mint, a feat never 
duphcated,” Halperin said. 

The final bid for the coin 
was one of the largest sales 
at the Florida United Nu¬ 
mismatists coin show and 
annual convention. A five- 
dollar gold piece from 1829 
was also sold. Halperin said 
there remain a few hun¬ 
dred 1793 coins, but the 
one auctioned is rare be¬ 
cause it wasn’t in circula¬ 
tion.

My 37th year of living in Ed¬ 
monton is fast approaching. 

Moving here in 1975 was 
quite a shock to my system. I 
arrived in Februaiy from Van¬ 
couver to start a job with 
S 3 mcrude. I knew Edmonton was very far 
north, but didn’t realize what living in a 
winter city actually meant. 1 heard people 
talking about things 1 had no clue about. 1 
didn’t know what ice fog, black ice and 
ground grips were. Day after day of -30 C 
soon taught me about ice fog. 1 learned 
about black ice the hard way. And 1 finally figured out 
that ground grips were snow tires. 

One of the things that 
really confused me was 
people talking about 
having to go to the 
vendor’s. Eventually 1 
asked what was vended at 
the vendor’s and learned 
that it was what 1 had 
learned to call the LCBO in 
Toronto. It also took me a 
while to understand that 
when people were talking 
about something on 5th 
street, they meant 105th 
street. In 1975, there was 
no 5th street. 

Over time, 1 learned not 
to order a western 
sandwich but to ask for a 
Denver instead. 1 also 
learned that if 1 wanted to 
have an espresso, 1 was go¬ 
ing to have to make the 
trip to Little Italy. Having a 
coffee in those days usually 
meant drinking a tasteless, 
hot, brown liquid. If it 
weren’t for the Italian Cen¬ 
tre, it would have been 
years before 1 was able to 
make myself a cafe latte. 

1 was also unprepared 
for moving to a much 
smaller city than what 1 
was used to. 1 could easily walk the entire downtown 
area. One of the first things 1 noticed when 1 was doing 
that was how many mentally ill people there were on 
the streets. Every time 1 stopped for a red light, people 
would try to talk to me. Based on my experience 
growing up in Toronto, this meant that in a very short 
while they were going to start telling me about how the 
tinfoil they were wearing in their hats was protecting 
them from the messages aliens were trying to send into 
their brains. But after a while, 1 realized that people 
were just tiying to be friendly. 

It was a strange concept that took some time to get 
used to. It was also one of the reasons 1 decided to stay 
here.

The centre is 
always looking for cold- 
weather apparel, which is 
t 3 q)ically in high demand 
among visitors at this time 
of year.

Street Community Service 
drop-in centre. Winter is 
also a great time to give 
canned goods to your local 
food bank or volunteer at 
a nearby shelter.

What’s scaiy is the 
new research that proves it: 
Here in Canada, for exam¬ 
ple (a country with a lot of 
outdoors), only nine per 
cent of boys and four per 
cent of girls meet the new 
Canadian Physical Activity 
Guidelines, which state 


that children and youth 
should accumulate at least 
60 minutes of moderate to 
vigorous intensity physical 
activity daily 

The impact of this trend 
is both immediate (the rise 
of childhood obesity and di¬ 
abetes is alarming) and life¬ 
long (lifestyle patterns start 
young and inactive kids 
generally turn into inactive 
adults). 

So how can you get your 
kids off the couch this New 
Year? “Exercise for kids 
doesn’t mean hitting the 
treadmill,” explains 

Stephanie Joanne, who is 
currently training the cast 
of the hit high school series 
Degrassi, including stars 
Jessica Tyler and Ra 3 miond 
Ablack. Simply running 
around playing hide-and- 
seek or kicking around a 


ball shouldn’t be viewed as 
frivolous. 

Simple daily physical ac¬ 
tivity like this improves 
stamina, agility, strength 
and coordination in kids. 

“Think of exercise for 
kids as simply moving their 
bodies. Let them decide 
how they want to be physi¬ 
cally active.

O Research indicates that a school’s proximity to a major 
street can have a profound affect on student success 



Students in low-income 
neighbourhoods are facing 
exposure to elevated levels 
of air and noise pollution 
due to the location of their 
schools near major roads, 
a new study suggests. 

Researchers from Si¬ 
mon Fraser University 
(SFU) and the University of 
British Columbia looked at 
nearly 1,500 public ele- 
mentaiy schools in Cana¬ 
da’s 10 largest cities. 

Addresses were geocod- 
ed with the proximity to 
the nearest major road cal¬ 
culated for each school. Re¬ 
searchers gathered data on 
income and neighbour¬ 
hood characteristics from

the 2006 census. 

Studies of children who 
live near major roads have 
found that traffic-related 
air pollution is associated 
with lower lung function, 
impaired lung growth, 
asthma, ear infections and 
lower cognitive function¬ 
ing, said SFU geography 
graduate student Ofer Am- 
ram. 

He co-authored the 
study with SFU health sci¬ 
ences assistant professor 
Ryan Allen and three UBC 
colleagues. 

Amram said similar 
studies of traffic-related 
noise have found links to 


increased blood pressure, 
reduced sleep quality and 
cognitive deficits. 

Research also reveals 
that when children are ex¬ 
posed to higher air pollu¬ 
tion and noise at school it 
can lead to poorer average 
academic performance, he 
noted. 

Based on measurements 
of nitrogen oxide concen¬ 
trations, ultrafine particle 
counts, and noise levels in 
three Canadian cities, re¬ 
searchers defined schools 
located less than 75 metres 
from major roads as their 
zone of primary interest.

Raonic 
wins 
in India 

Canada’s Milos Raonic had 
to work for his second 
career ATP title. 

The 21-year-old from 
Thornhill, Ont., beat top- 
seeded Janko Tipsarevic of 
Serbia 6-7 (4), 7-6 (4), 7-6 (4) 
in a serve-dominated final 
of the Chennai Open on 
Sunday in India. 

Fourth-seeded Raonic hit 
35 aces in a marathon 
match that lasted three 
hours 16 minutes and 
didn’t feature a break of 
serve. 

“It is an awesome 
feeling,” said Raonic, who 
won all 48 of his service 
games during the week to 
become the first player to 
win a tournament without 
dropping serve since Swiss 
star Roger Federer at the 
2008 grass-court 
tournament in Halle. 

Raonic dropped only 
four points on serve in the 
first set and had four 
chances to break in the 
fourth game before 
Tipsarevic stole it on a 
tiebreaker. 

“Tipsarevic took it away 
in the first set,” Raonic said. 
“But 1 took my opportuni¬ 
ties in the second and 
third.” 

Raonic established a 4-1 
lead in the second-set 
tiebreaker before levelling 
the match on his second set 
point. He had to save break 
points early in the decider 
but dominated the 
tiebreaker with his serve. 

The Canadian is 2-1 in 
ATP World Tour finals, 
claiming his first title in 
San Jose last Februaiy. He 
followed that up by finish¬ 
ing runner-up to American 
Andy Roddick in Memphis 
a week later.

MILOS RAONIC 
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A turning point for Detroit 

O Lions have taken step forward despite loss to Saints, ending playoff drought O ‘We need to win our division’ 



The Detroit Lions have tak¬ 
en a leap forward by end¬ 
ing an 11-season playoff 
drought. They have work 
to do on defence if they 
want to make it beyond 
the first round. 

All their deficiencies 
showed up when the Lions 
gave up an NFL post-sea- 
son-record 626 yards to 
New Orleans in a 45-28 
NFC wild-card loss Satur¬ 
day night. 

“A loss like this makes 
us want to return to the 
playoffs even more,” de¬ 
fensive end Kyle Vanden 
Bosch said. “It will be no 
surprise to everyone when 
the Detroit Lions start to 
make the playoffs each 
and every year.” 

The Lions, though, will 
have to figure out a way to 
improve their roster 
enough to stop good teams 


from piling up points and 
yards. They allowed an av¬ 
erage of 122 yards rushing 
and 312 yards passing in 
six losses to playoff teams 
— two times to both Green 
Bay and New Orleans, and 
once to San Francisco and 
Atlanta. 

Detroit slipped to the 
unfavourable matchup 
against the Saints after los¬ 
ing the regular-season fi¬ 
nale by allowing Green 
Bay’s backup Matt Fl 5 mn to 
throw for 480 yards and 
six touchdowns. 

Instead of beating the 
Packers, who were with¬ 
out some of their best play¬ 
ers, to face the New York 
Giants and perhaps have a 
better shot of winning a 
playoff game for the sec¬ 
ond time since 1957, the 
Lions were double-digit un¬ 
derdogs at New Orleans. 


“We learned that we 
need to win our division so 
the next time we can have 
a home game and benefit 


from our home crowd like 
the Saints did,” quarter¬ 
back Matthew Stafford 
said. 


“That’s a huge differ¬ 
ence.” 

Stafford’s goal has a 
huge obstacle: Green Bay is¬ 


n’t leaving the NFC North. 

Detroit coach Jim 
Schwartz wasn’t in the 
mood to reflect on the sea¬ 
son after it ended in New 
Orleans, but he’s expected 
to Monday. 

Three seasons after seal¬ 
ing NFL infamy as the only 
0-16 team, the Lions have 
plenty of building blocks 
to become consistently 
competitive. 

“We’re going to be 
around for a while,” said 
kicker Jason Hanson after 
completing his 20th sea¬ 
son with the Lions. 

Stafford threw for 5,418 
yards with 44 TDs — 18 to 
Calvin Johnson — and 18 
interceptions in 17 games 
that provided hope for a 
franchise that has desper¬ 
ately needed it at quarter¬ 
back.
